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HUNTING AND CONSERVATION

I‘agreo with Art Dlake that hunting is 
not detrimental to conservation policics 
if the laws controlling it arc properly 
administered, In fact, we might go ture 
ther by saying that controlied hunting is 
today a necessary part of conscrvation. 

Disturbing the balance of nature is 
much like telling: a lic; after the first 
one, others are necessary to cover it up. 
‘nd so it is with the wholesale destruc- 
tion of enemies of decr, rabbits, rats, 
mice, and even birds in certain places; 
some artificial. means must be found to 
keep these protected animals from eating 
us out of house anc hone, 

In southern California the decr have 
heecome so numerous that there are hundreds 
of forest acres in vhich not a sinrsle 
white fir or big-cone spruce secdling has 
come up in the past ten years. Small 
trees have been browsed repeatedly so. - 
that they are stunted and tristed. Deer 
trails are starting bad erosion on stecp 
slopes, while our few mountain meadows 
appear as if flocks of shecop hold annual 
sonventions,. . Of jackrabbits I daro not 
publicly discourse,:for violent language 
has no plece in.consorvation--but these 
furred locusts ato up a dozen fir seed- 
lings I planted last summer, and do cnore 
mous damage around the gardens, vegetable 
and otherwise. : ‘ 

It scaus to me that instead of our pres- 
ent. policy of establishing permanont gane 
refuges, ell relatively uninhabited land 
shauld be given a chance to recuperate 
from the-ravages of unnaturally favored 
animals, In this way Area A, say, would 
be a refuge for three years or until a 
change vas desirable,, then Area 3B, fol~ 
lowed-by Area. C, etc. This scheme of ro- 
tation has. beon practiced with comestic 
grazing animals’ with some success, “hy 
not-.try it es a means of. giving natural 
Weeees ton | a chance?

The March program at the P.G. & BE. Audi- 
torium is to be Professor 7,0. Essigts 
presentation of "Four Seasons in 
Yosemite". Through Kodachrone slides 
selected from his records of eight years, 
Professor Zssig vill show the valley in 
every mood and season. "specially 
beautiful are the pictures of fall coior- 
ing and of winter clouds in the valley. 

Many of us are planning trips to 
Yosemite this season for the first tine 
in several years, and Professor Essir's 
pictures twill remind us that our best 
loved National Parl: has no dull or ugly 
season, It is always a joy and inspira- 
tion, whatever side of mountaineering 
most apweals to you, ‘Je recormend, to 
those who tale their exercise rently, 
that they renew their 'movledge of the 
greatly varied tree life of the Part. 
There is a handbook on the Trees of 
Yosemite, by Mary Curry Tresidder, which 
we have found most readable and instruc- 
tive, clearly illustrated by sood wood~ 
cuts, and vith notes on where.to find 
the trees of the Park. .It-is of good 
size to carry and-is more attractive 
than the usval botanical suide. 

Spealkins about trees reminds us that 
the Forest Sxperiment Stetions are on 
the lookout for. straicnt-stemmed Digger 
Pines (P, Sabiniana). It seens that the 
wood is excellent timber, and the natural 
habitat is those dry gfood-for-nothing 
foothills that we drive through intermin~ 
ably on our way to sone interesting scene 
ery. But the Digrer has one fatal. fault. 
It will fork low dorm in the tree. If 
you should ever sce a sood colony, not 
gust a lone tree, with fine straight 
Stems, the chance is that seeds of that 
colony are sufficiently set in their ways 
to hand on the straight stem to their 

escendants; in other words, a true 
mitant has arisen. If. so, the Forest 
Service:1ould like to ne about it, 
and.a vast area of unproductive Tend: 
coud be opened to. lumhsr production.

Meeting in San francisco last Thursday, 
the Winter Sports Committee discussed met- 
ters ranging from the question whether 
the Sierra Club should encourage its mon- 
bers to enter competition, through plans 
for rendering better first aid service, to 
consideration of the-conflicts betr2cn 
ski-area develosment and the principles 

of conservation. 

Dick Felter introduced the subject of 
racing and competition, and reported that 
there had been several requests and invi-
